does not resemble his counterpart, de- 
scribed in novels and impersonated on 
the stage, in the least. He does not 
wear top boots and a slouch hat 
As a 


rule he is too poor to possess the former, 
aud he is more apt to go barefoot or to 
aiiible along in a pair of wornont bro- 
guiiri than to wear top boots. His hat is 
usually a torn straw '"Jimmy" and his 
clothes are yellow aul laded with age. 
Regularly, on days when the grand jury 
meets :» Louisville, a dozen or more of 
the moonshiners are presented for in- 
dictmciit. 
They present a woebegone 


appearance as they pass along the streets 
iu charge of the marshal In their own 
poor homes in thft mountains they are 
hospitable, but of the stranger ever sus- 
picious. The latter may make his bed 
in the one room where tbe entire fami- 
ly sleeps, but his request for a taste of 
liquor brings forth a statement that 
none is to be bad this side of "the 
str-re." At the same time a still may 
be in operation within ten feet of his 
whereabouts. 


"The store" represents to the moun- 


taineer all civilization. On winter 
mornings he will tramp to it thiongh 
cold and snow to sell a few stiff rabbits 
and swap yarns not over-brilliant. 
One 


of the mountaineer's chief sources of 
income is his honey, and this finds 
ready sale at "the store." The moon- 
shiner seldom receives money in pay for 
his wares, but is paid in a bit of bright 
calico for his wife or a shoulder of ba- 
con. If he can add to this a few pipe- 
fnls of tobacco, he is well satisfied with 
the results of his labors. — New York 
Commercial

William George Jordan, writing on 


"Wonders of the World's Waste," m 
The Ladies Home Journal, says• "The 
garbage of a great city is worth a for- 
tune every year if properly utilized. In 
St. Ijouis the refuse is placed in enor- 
mous vertical cylinders, surrounded by 
steam jackets, which evaporate the 75 
to 80 per cent of water in the garbage 
The fatty substances arc dissolved, and 
as the result of a number of processes a 
fertilizer is produced which is worth 
from fil to $12 per ton. the demand cx- 
cccdiug the supply. One of tho purest 
and best soaps of the country was mudo 
of garbage grease befuro cottonseed oil 
entered tho field. It is now proposed to 
light London by electricity for nothing. 
It now costs that city ftofc (4s. 8d. i to 
get rid of ft ton of garbage,. A combina- 
tion of rollers and other apparatus has 
been devised that can burn the gnrlvige 
at 34 cents (1 shilling) per ton and gen- 
erate steam sufficient to run enough dy- 
uaiuos to light the entire city. London 
can thus save ot>. Sd. on each ton Aud 
in addition illuminate its city without 
cost Garbage, by a machine called the 
dust destructor, is converted into clink- 
ers, which can be used for roadways, as 
artificial stone fnr sidewalks aud an 
sand for mortar and content. In Paris 
the invisible particles of iron, worn 
from wheels and from the shoes of 
horses, are rescued by pnssmg powerful 
magnets through the sweepings "

What Typhnid Fever Colts, 


A correspondent of the Washington 


Post gives the following appalling ty- 
phoid statistics: Every year in the 
United States 400,000 people are sick 
with typhoid fever. Forty thousand of 
them die They are sick 28 days on an 
average out of every 3ti5 days. Thus 
we have 1^,200.000 days of sickness 
from this disease. 


Every cp->e of this sickness means one 


month, getterally two months, of idle- 
ness. It' tbe wages of the patient are 
only OO otuts a day, the.re is a loss of 


d *, macMtli. Generally this sickness 


mean* a ' ass of wages iu two mouths' 
time at $f<0 or $80. The average loss of 
wage* *or sis weeks would he $50. Add 
to tins (be doctor s bin, which is HUJ 
where from $00 to $ 100—we will say 
$60. If the patient lives in the city and 
has a trained nurse for only three weeks, 
there is another 845. Ten dollars tor 
the prepared food, ice, milk,, etc., 
brings this moderate bill up to f 165. 
Multiply this hy the number of people 
sick, and we cau see every year in the 
United States $66,000,000 lost to pa- 
tients bv the inroads of this ouo disease-

It you have psld no at* 
tentton to this fact, read one of the 
daily English newspapers published 
in tbe City ot Mexico, or visit tbe 
United States Commercial Bxehanges, 
hotels and dub houses In that city 
and learn of the fabulous enterprises 
and opportunities for all kinds of 
profitable Investments and general 
prosperity. 
It is true that there are uncivil- 


ized, poor, degraded natives who are 
not good citizens, and never will be 
Intelligent or industrious. We have 
the native Ute and other tribes of 
Indians in our western country, who 
are the same. There is just as much 
reason to say the gold standard pro- 
cmoea our savage, indolent Indians 
as to contend tbat tree silver in Mex- 
ico U responsible for the uncivilized 
natives ot that republic. 
It !• also true that the republic of 


Mexico has not advanced into that 
higher civilization— to tbe sound, 
honest, eminent degree of civilization

United States. They have no Wan 
street trust combines. They have no 
cugar, whisky, beef, flour, coal, steel, 
standard oil and cordage trusts to 
absorb all the interests kindred to its 
own in order that there may be no 
competition, and to enable them to 
rob the rest ot the people. Combina- 
tions who nominate men, elect men 
to office and then corrupt legislation, 
convert their congress into stock 
broker shops, that enables a sugar 
trust to rake oft sixty millions ot dol- 
lars in one year; corporations who 
nominate and elect a president, who 
is mortgaged to them and will do 
their bidding;' or in other words, 
Mexico has not advanced fur enough 
in civilization to enable them to 
afford a Mark Hanna.

tags and revcimgs with relicTt*} hearts, 
ll is quite apparent that no serious dis- 
rurbnucc* will occur very soon, that 
" confidence i* returning." and thesam* 
old custom* in the industrial and politi- 
cal world will bo followed ont as they 
have been so long. No revolution is im- 
pending. Tbe powers that be are secure- 
ly seated, and tbe people are quiet. 


Because they are contented? Because 


justice has been given them? Because 
they are satisfied witb the wisdom and 
kindness of their rulers? Because they 
bave discovered tbat tbey do not know 
what was good for them and tbe pluto- 
cratic classes do? If any one takes any 
consolation in believing this, let him 
do so. But, alas, tbe peace is more like 
tbe peace of Warsaw than tbe peace of 
contentment! 


Tbe miners bave gone to work at a 


slight advance on their old wages. They 
earned f7 and $8 per month just before 
the strike; now they may be able to 
earn as much as $9 a mouth and even 
$11. One labor leader says a great vic- 
tory has been wua. 


Opportunities for employment are 


no better than before, and men are as 
numerously tramping and starving. A 
frightful winter is coming upon us; 
want, cold and hunger will dwell witb 
tbe multitudes, witb disease, insanity 
and death stalking hideously in their 
wake. Tbe toilers who are employed 
will bend to their work feverishly, a 
terrible feet straining their souls and 
urging them cm to greater exertions. 
We still bave government by injunc- 
tion. Any judge may at any time for- 
bid any man from enjoying his consti- 
tutional right to speak, act and move 
about freely. Tbe federal courts are 
more powerful than ever. "Therichare 
growing richer and the poor poorer." 


We bave not yet recovered from the 


shock of the murder of innocent work- 
ingmen by a gang of thugs clothed in a 
little brief authority. The grief and 
horror of bereft widows and helpless 
children are as keen as ever, thjo pain 
of ghastly wounds has scarcely abated, 
and tbe graves of tbe dead are bare and 
brown under tbe dreary autumn skies, 
Nothing has transpired to in the least 
excuse or modify the cold blooded fiend- 
ishness of tbat attack on a body of un- 
armed, peaceable men, yet nothing has 
been done tbat will insure against the 
repetition of jgncbanact Think what 
would have been the result bad a gang 
of miserable workingmen fired into a 
crowd of defenseless millionaires, kill- 
ing 31 and wounding 40 more, eagerly 
continuing to fire after they were try- 
ing to flee! 


Well, all these happenings and con- 


ditions bave been, overlooked. Tbe lead- 
ers of the labor movement have decided 
that the course of wisdom for the pres- 
ent is silent endurance; tbat the people 
generally are not ready for a great 
change and more education, more quiet 
agitation, further trials of the ballot 
are necessary before any stronger meas- 
ures are resorted to. The mass of 
American working people are not dis- 
posed to be turbulent or unnecessarily 
discontented; they are bat too ready to 
fall in at the command of law and or 
der. According to tbe Declaration of 
Independence "mankind are more dis- 
posed to suffer while evils are stiff erable 
than to right themselves by abolishing 
the forms to which they are accustom- 
ed." They are accepting the ad vice of 
their leaders, and there will be no 
"trouble" in the immediate fatura 


H the only men who possess the "sur- 


plus value," or whatever you choose to 
call the wea'th fleeced from labor, were 
but as wise as the leaders of labor, great 
reforms might come without great com- 
motions. If they would recognize the 
fact that starving men become des-"perate 
sometimes and that even ignuraiii for- 
eigners will learn tbat they 1'ave a nat- 
ural and coiihtitational right to live; 
that, education in connection with con- 
ditions is dom# its work among the 
people, aud that tyranny under the 
name of republicanism, as administered 
by fossilized judge*, is no better than 
tyranny under :i monarchy, they might 
take warning aud change their meth- 
ods 
The truth is that if every man 


were secure in a position, t-veu at low 
wage?, there would be no labor ques- 
tion, no labor troubles Personally I 
would be sorry to see such a situation, 
but it's a little secret that I wonder 
that the rich have not "caught on to." 
It would cost them far less than to en- 
dure, strikes and hire legal assassins. 
But it would bo a sad day for the prog- 
ress of civilization if theyeverpnrcha.se 
peace and nectinty at such a price. A 
compromise, with injustice is death to 
true liberty. 


But tho wealthy could pursu» tho 


wise and advantageous course, which is 
as yet, possible to them. They oonld put 
a stop to the outrages committed on 
helpless workingmnn. They could maki- 
a study of tho various schemes offered 
by economic students for better aud 
more equitable syjrte.ms of production 
and distribution. Theyootild join handtt 
with the thoughtful workingmen who 
•vre bopiDK for a peaceful settlement of 
the industrial problems and be willing 
to accept au.T prat-tie*! plan of justice. 
ami equity. If they do not do tilt*, nnd 
tbe, old robbery, cruelty, indifference sind 
inhumanity are continued, the long de- 


mvolt of a patittiit people wiJl 
at last at a cost too fearful to con-

Every day on the streets may be seen 


tbe "chain gang." Men who bave beeu 
guilty of nothing but homelessness are 
chained in pairs, a chain also prevent- 
ing a full step, and are set to work clean- 
ing the streets under a watchful task- 
master. 


In the morning early the police go 


oat with the '•hurry up" wagon and 
gather up the "vagabonds"—men who 
bave had to sleep ont of doors—and 
these, with the "disorderlies" of the 
night before, make up the working force 
of the day. Young boys whose mothers 
bave kissed them goodby not long ago 
are chained to old, hardened men; la- 
borers ont of work who have loving 
children waiting somewhere in the 
world for "papa," old men who have 
behind them long lives of toil and 
straggle, are bound ignominionsly to- 
gether aud thrust ont under blazing sun 
and the scornful gaze of the public to 
do the work for nothing that other men 
receive pay for. 


J was told that wben these men re- 


fuse to work they are starved until they 
submit They are men who are looking 
for work, who had worked and bave 
had homes and loved ones and whom so- 
ciety has forced into tramping bome- 
lessness. Sometimes they aro so fresh 
from comfortable respectability that 
tbey cannot look up, and their faces 
burn with shame. They are what 3 our 
brother and mine may be any day. or 
are today, through no fault but misfor- 
tune. 


I have admired Denver's clean streets, 


but I admire them no longer. The citi- 
zens pay high taxes, and free men might 
do the work and receive good wages for 
it But that somebody may receive 
something for nothing a little faster 
our fellow men are pounced upon in tbe 
moment of their helplessness, commit- 
ted to slavery for the time being in this 
inhuman manner. 


I know not how many other cities 


countenance the custom, but I have seen 
this in Denver, and I hold the city up 
to shame before the justice loving peo- 
ple of the United States. And if other 
cities are likewise guilty let them meet 
their share of the scorn of the humane 
citizens of America.

Judge Tuley an Injunction*. 


Murray F. Tnley, chief justice of the 


appellate court of Chicago, opposes the 
use of writs of injunction to settle labor 
disputes. He writes as follows to thi 
Chicago Times-Herald: 


'•When courts undertake to settle la 


bor disputes by the use of the writ o' 
injunction, they are acting without ju 
risdiction. To use the writ of injunction 
to disperse or prevent an unlawful as 
semblage or to patrol a public highway 
with armed deputy marshals is a nsur 
pation of power by the courts. When 
'labor disputes' endanger tbe publi 
peace or render the destruction of prop 
erty imminent, no good citizen can ob 
ject to the cxecntive branch of the gov 
eminent using it*: 'iron hand* to pre 
vent either, but uo amount of legal 
quibbling will satisfy the people that 
the writs of injunction of the federal 
courts in the coal strike, have not been 
issued and used for the purposes and 
object above stated. 


"The courts, in so using the writ, are, 


usurping power and f auctions devolved 
by both federal and state constitutions 
upon the executive branch of tho gov- 
ernments. Such nee of writs of injunc- 
tion by the courts is judicial tyranny 
which endangers uot only the right of 
trial by jury, but all the rights and lib- 
erties of the citizens. I venture the pre- 
diction thnt unless this usurpation of 
power by the courts is promptly (hock- 
ed we shall within a few years see 
elections—and a presidential one, per- 
haps—carried by a court's writ o? in- 
junction, backed by arated 'deputies' or 
federal soldiers. If congress has tho 
power, it should promptly put an end 
to 'government by injunction' by defln- 
ig and limiting Hie power of tbe fed- 
eral courts in tho use of the writ."

For spinach forc- 
ing in Maryland, and even as far north 
as central New Jersey, artificial heat 
may be dispensed with, but it will bo 
tound safe and more convenient to have

In this house » number of crops are 


grown in succession every winter, tiuch 
as radishes, lettuce, strawberries, etc., 
and then are grown a good lot of vegeta- 
ble plants, after which the house is 
taken down and the ground cropped 
with closely planted vegetables. The 
airing and tillage which the land thus 
receives seem to keep it free from aphis 
and plant diseases, so that the winter 
crops, although grown right along 011 
the same soil, do not suffer from these 
enemies. 


Making an Aipara«n» Bed. 


Asparagus roots may be planted in 


spring or fall, provided the ground is 
moderately dry; otherwise it is better 
to plant in the spring. The land must 
be well prepared and caii hardly be too 
rich. Good strong 1-year-old plants are 
by many preferred to older ones. For 
garden culture the rows should be not 
less than throe feet apart and the roots 
planted two feet apart in thoi rows. Jii 
field culture, where horse cultivation is 
practiced, throe to four feet of space is 
given each way. 


The easiest way of planting is to 


make furrows with the plow 10 or 12 
inches deep. Level and mellow tho bot- 
tom of these, and if the ground is not 
already very rich spade in some decom- 
posed manure, filling up the trendies no 
that the bottom is about six inches be- 
low tho surface of the land. Plant the 
roots in these, covering them with three 
inches of soil, and as the shoots grow 
fill in the trench gradually nutil it is 
level. The ground is to be kept mellow 
and clear of weeds throughout tho sea- 
son. After two years a few stalks may 
b« cut off each year, but a full crop 
should not. bo cut before the third year. 
—American Agriculturist.

the board was unable to decide which 
of the lists of candidates were the 
nominees of tbe Republican party for 
said county, 
In determining the question as the 


certificates appear to be in conformity 
to law I think It is only necessary to 
find which if either of tbe two con- 
ventions by which' tbe nominations 
were made was called In conformity 
to the usages of the party In tbe 
county. The law authorizes a po 
lltical party, which polled at tbe 
preceding general election a given 
per eent. of the entire vote of the 
state, to make nominations by con- 
vention or in such manner as may be 
directed by the central, executive or 
controlling committee, bat It does not 
define what constitutes a convention 
or by whom or how the committee 
shall be constructed. These matten 
are left to the exclusive control of 
political parties and their decision or 
the decisions of the proper tribunals
